The following was received from informants who have 
furnished reliable information in the past, unless otherwise 
indicated:- 

Subject was employed as a reporter for “Peoples 
Voice" 1947 to 1948 , was employed by the U.S.S.R. "Information 
Bulletin" 1948 to 1949, at which time he was discharged from 
the U.S.S.R. "Information Bulletin". It was reported that 
he believed an injustice had been done and was in contact 
with CP leaders in Washington, D. C., in 1949 concerning this 
matter. The records of the Bureau of Special Services and 
Investigation, New York City Police Department, reflect that 
one LANCE JEFFERS on 5/15/47 appeared before the Mayor of 
New York City as a representative of the East New York CP. 

An article by subject appeared in the "Daily Worker" in May, 
1949, and in July, 1949, subject wrote the Editor of the 
"Daily Worker" apologizing for using the word manana in a 
parody about civil rights. Subject registered a preference 
for the AMERICAN LABOR PARTY in 1947 and 1949, but in 1950 
and 1953 he registered a preference for one of the two major 
political parties. He refused to be interviewed in May,. 1953*
